Shaw's Bill Passed. 

The bill of Senator Shaw, of the 
eleventh district, which provides for 
a separate window for straight tickets 
and mileage books in all towns of 
3,000 or more, was passed yesterday 
by the senate, as amended. It was so 
amended as to exempt certain factory 
towns of over 3,000 population, where 
mileage is seldom, if ever, used. 

The bill prohibits all raiiroads op- 
erating in Georgia which refuse tv 
Zrant mileage to charge more than 
2 cents per mile. This bill exempts 
#ll railroads from having two separate 
windows imtowns of 3,000, providing 
that they wil] pull mileage on trains. 

The passage of this bill ts a distinct 
victory for the traveling men, as they 
were heartily in favor of it when it 
was before the committee on railroads. 
The railroads were bitterly opposed to 
the passage of the bill.

EDWARD M. SHEPARD 
PASSES TO BEYOND 


New York Lawyer and Reform- 
er---One of State’s Best 
Known Democrats. 


Lake George, N. Y., July 28.—Edward 
Morse Shepard, the well-known New 
York lawyer anq democratic political 


Jeader, who had been 1ll since the con- 


traction of a cold in New York on 
June 16, died at his summer home here 
tonight of pneumonia. 

The end came quite as predicted by 
his physicians at noon today, “as a 
matter of only a few hours,” and the 
members of his family were at the 
bedside. 

Mr. Shepard, during his illness, had 
rallieg frequently and only, yesterday 
was reported to show marked improve- 
ment. A bad turn came during the 
night, however, and the patient sank 
gradually all day. 


Edward Morse Shepard was one of 
New York's best known democrats. A 
lawyer by profession, he identified 
himself with the reform element in 
politics and had been mentioned for 
many public offices in the eity and 
state. 

Mr. Shepard was born in New York 
city July 23, 1860. He loomed large in 
political life when, as @Platt general, 
he dtrected the prosecution of the 
boss John Y. McKane and 
twenty other ‘offenders for ballot- 
stuffing at Coney Island in 1893. Mce- 
Kane was an absolute boss within his 
district, but Shepard broke his power 
him to prison.

CHARLOTTE HAS 


~ WATER FAMINE 
With Last Drop Drained From 


Pond, City Is in Des- 
perate Straits. 


Charlotte, N. C., July 28.—Forty 
thousand inhabitants of Charlotte to- 


day are experiencing a water famine 
with its attendant discomforts and 
dangers. The last drop was drained 
from the pond which has furnished the 
supply for years ang only 400,000 gal- 
fons, much less thanaday’s supply, re- 
main in the reservoir. This has been

EDUCATION BILL {5 POINTS CORNER. 
COING THROUGH) LEASED BY PITTS 


House Passes Half of Meas- 


ure in Rapid Fire Order 


Consideration of Measure Will 
Be Resumed by Sections on 
Monday --- Bill Provides for 
State and for County Boards 
of Education. 


All doubt about the house of repre- 
sentatives favoring the educational bill, 
providing for a complete re-adjustment 
of the system controlling the public 
schools, was removed yesterday when 
about one-half of the measure was 
passed on in rapid-fire order. Com- 
pletion of the day’s work alone pre- 
vented the final passage of the meas- 
ure virtually as presented by the com- 
mittee having it in charge. 
The bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a state board of education te 
be named by the governor, and for the 
election of county boards by the grand 
juries. The state board will be com- 
posed of six members, consisting of the 
governor, the state superintendent of 
schools and four others, at least three 
of whom must be men of practical ex- 
perience in teaching school and of 
high standing in educational work, 
having at least three years’ practical 
experience in teaching in Georgia. It 
also provides for the substitution of 
a state superintendent of schools for 
the state school commissioner, county 
superintendent of schools, three su- 
pervisors of schools and institutes and 
an auditor. The superintendents are 
to be elected by the people. 
It was taken up by sections, and all 
attempts to write material changes 
into any of the mfailed igonbly. The 
only amendments consisted of a few 
changes in verblage giving greater 
clearness to the language used. 

All Opposition Fails. 
Several provisions in the bill met 
with opposition, but on the votes the 
opponents proved to be in great mi- 
nority. 
Mr. White, of Screven, chairman of 
the committee, 
explaining the purpose of the proposed 
law, which he said is to provide for 
systematic supervision and business- 
like direction of the public schools. He 
said the greatest amount of authority 
possibite had been left with those clos- 
est to the various institutions, and that 
it did not change the present theory 
upon which the system is based, but 
merely made it more concrete and 
clear. 
Mr. Foster, of Newton, urged the 
measure on general grounds, saying it 
would mean much to the schools of 
Georgia. 

Mr. Holtzclaw, of Houston, did not 
like the feature which confines the gov- 
ernor to teachers in making three of 
the four appointments he will have tae 
make to the state board of education. 
He thought a lawyer should be on the 
board, inasmuch as most of the ques- 
tions it would have to decide would re- 
late to law or politics. 

Hardeman Favors Biil. 
Mr. Hardeman, of Jefferson, advocat- 
ed the bill in a forceful speech, 
Mr. Beck, of Brooks, spoke for it. 
Mr. Holtzclaw, of Houston, sought 
to amend the first section 80 as to leave 
the governor free in making appoint- 
ments to the state board. His amend- 
ment was voted down and the section 
was left unchanged.

An invitation to Governor Woodrow 
Wilson, of New Jersey, to come _ to 
Georgia and address the legislature 
during its present session was extend- 
ed by the assembly yesterday. 

The Harris resolution embodying the 
invitation was passed by the senate 
Thursday and came up in the house 
Friaay as a privileged matter.

“I cannot refrain from addressing a 
few remarks to this matter,” said he. 
“The hope of the country lies ‘in this 
man whose name is the subject of this 
r-solution.” 

He declared that Wilson is the man 
who can and should lead the demo- 
cratic party to victory in 1912. 

It is not improbable that Governor 
Wilson’s presidential boom will 
be launched here in case he accepts the 
legislature’s invitation. 

While not a Georgian by birth the 
years of his youth and young man- 
hood were spent in this state. During 
his boyhood his father was pastor of 
the First Presbyterian church in Au- 
gusta. Young Woodrow attended the 
public schoois of that city. Later, he 
lived in Atlanta for two years, having 
been admitted to the bar by Judge 
George Hillyer, then on the superior 
court bench.

The second Lorimer inquiry has developed into a trial, not of 
the senator from Illinois, but of Edward Hines, millionaire lumber- 
man, whom witnesses say boasted unwisely and too publicly that 
he was the man who “put Lorimer over.” 

The evidence given before the senate investigating committee 
by Mr. Hines himself and numerous other witnesses is proof that 
Hines is an-extellent lumberman but a very poor politician. 

Lumber being Mr. Hines’ trade, and politics being somewhat 
out of his line; when he was successful in raising $200,000 to put 
Mr. Lorimer in the senate, naturally he was somewhat, elated over

An hour after the arrest, Police 
Commissioner Dougherty and District 
Attorney Whitman, brought out from 
the room, where they had been closeted 
with Geidel, a long typewritten confes- 
sion, which they said the lad had dic- 
tated and signed, giving a full account 
of the crime. Robbery was the mo- 
tive, according to the lad’s statement, 
but the murder netted him only $6 in 
cash and a gold watch which he 
pawned for $10 more. 

“He awoke as I was preparing to 
drop a chloroform-soaked rag over his 
face,’ said Geidel, “andinstead of be- 
coming unconscious at once, he began 
a desperate fight. I hit him hard tn 
the face and he sank down helpless. 
Tnen the chloroform did the rest.” 

The label on the empty cnlorofarm 
bottle furnished the detectives with 
their clew. The druggist recalled hav- 
ing sold the chloroform to a woman 
who kept a lodging house in West 
Fiftieth street. An investigation at 
the lodfing house showed that the 
bottle of chloroform -had been stolen 
from the woman by Geidel, one of the 
roomers. His arrest followed.

Rambouillet, France, July 28.—At 
the conclusion of the cabinet meeting 
today, when President Fallieres pre- 
sided, two official announcements were 
made.

Great Optimism in Paris. 

Paris, July 28.—Great optimism pre- 
vailed at the capital today, though it 
was admitted that the negotiations 
with Germany regarding the Moroccan 
affair remain difficult. The statement 
of Premier Asquith in the British 
house of commons yesterday and Pre- 
mier Caillaux’s advice tothe French 
to keep cool and be prudent relieved 
the tension at a moment when relief 
was most needed and the discreet 
military preparations of the govern- 
ment were giving rise to the appre- 
hension that war was not impossible. 

These preparations included orders 
to the cavalry to be ready 
field at the first signal, the heavy 
provisioning of the forts on the east- 
ern frontier by special supply trains 
run out of Paris at night and the 
mustering of all regiments to their 
full quota. 

It is understood that Baron Von 
Kiderlen-Waechter, the German for- 
eign secretary, who is conducting the 
negotiations with Jules Cambon, the 
French ambassador at Berlin, has 
modified his original program and is 
now asking for a part instead of the 
whole coast of French Congo, but at 
the same time naming other condi- 
tions which France would find diffi- 
cult in accepting. Nevertheless, there 
is a strong feeling that a solution 
will be found, 

The morning papers welcome Mr. 
Asquith’s speech as clarifying the 
situation and hastening a settlement. 
The Figaro understands that Emperor 
William told personal friends that the 
Moroccan question could be settled 
amicably with France.

ANOTHER BAD BREAK 
IN THE COTTON MARKET 


Liquidation Weakens Market, 
ew Crop Reaching Near 
11-Cent Level. 


New York, July 28.—There was still 
another sensational break in the cot- 
ton market today with all months 
making new low records for the sea- 
s0n, as a result of Iiquidation by re- 
cent buyers for a reaction, including, 
it seemed, some of the stronger inter- 
,ests and with new new crop positions 
reaching practically the lic level. The 
close was several points up from the 
lowest on covering and steady at 4 
net advance of 17 points on July, which 
wasn influenced by the stopping of a 
few notices by one of the old bull in- 
terestsS and covering by belated shorts, 
while other months were from 10 to 
16 net lower. 

The market opened barely steady at 
an advance of points on July, a de- 
cline of 18 points on August and from 
4 to 8&8 points lower on new crop posi- 
tions, owing to easier cables, a less 
favorable view of European politics 
and reports of continued dry. hot 
weather in India, coupled with increas- 
ing anxiety regarding the outlook for 
food grains in that country. At first 
offerings were not heavy and there 
Was some covering due to the failure 
of a few July notices to bring out any 
important liquidation in the old crop 
months, but after a rally of 5 or 

oints from ‘the opening figures sell- 
n@ became active and general. 

It looked as though recent buyers 
for a reaction, discouraged by unfa- 
vorable foreign news, the continued 
selling of the south, suggesting both 
favorable crop progress and a wiling- 
ness to sell early receipts at a still 
lower level, and the increasing new 
crop movement, had abandoned all 
hope of any immediate rally and were 
throwing over thwoir cotton regardless 
of prices.

lines contemplate financial unification 
of all the roads in that system is ac- 
cepted as proof that substantial bank- 
ing interests are not especially ap- 
prehensive regarding the general sit- 
uation. 

News of first steps toward reorgan!- 
yation of the American Tobacco Com- 
pany in conformity |with the supreme 
court's interpretation of the anti- 
trust laws, roused only normal interest 
for the reason that no intimation was 
given as to what plan of readjustment 
would be finally adopted. The prefer- 
red stock gained 2 points, and the 
bonds improved slightly. : 

The tone of the money market was 
somewhat stronger, bearing out recent 
{ndications that the tendency was 
toward a2 moderately higher range. 
Rates for time loans|are slightly above 
those of the end of last week.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MAPKET 


New York, July 28.—Cotton has been 
depressed by persistent southern sgsell- 
ing of the new crop nonths, on gener- 
ally improving weather conditions on 
the one hand, and on the other hand 
has at times shown slight rallies on 
buying by trade interests, -spinners, 
bull support, and buying by traders in 
favor of an upward reaction either to 
create a better selling basis or for 
Other reasons. 

The net result of the week has been 
a decline of 7 points on July and of 
67 to 90 poifits on other months, most- 
ly on the far-off positions. Many are 
awaiting the government report of 
next week. It is expected to be very 
favorable by the trade at large, al- 
though many claim that the almost 
rerpendicular drop in prices has fully 
discounted a very bearish report. A 
condition of around 91 is genefally an- 
ticipated. Crop and weather advices, 
in the main, have shown distinct: im- 
provement. There are expectations of 
ea heavy August movement of new 
cotton and spot markets in the south 
have been weak of late, New Orleans, 
for instance, dropping %c on spot cot- 
ton in one day. ; 

The curtailment of production has 
shown no abatement, the demand for 
cotton yarns has been smaller and 
spinners in many instances have with- 
drawn or lowered the limits of their 
buying orders, in a word, the bears at 
the moment seem to have the prestige 
and most of the profits. With the con- 
tinuation of the present gratifying 
crop prospects, and with the south 
steadily selling, many are inclined to 
look for still lower prices. 

Yet, with the critical month of Au- 
gust often fraught with danger to 
the growing crop, to be passed 
through, there are those who feel] that 
for the present, at least, prices have 
declined enough. Then, too, some un- 
favorable crop reports have come in. 
Sections of the Mississippi delta, pro- 
ducing some 500,000 bales, have re- 
eeivod too much rain and have sent 
complaints of the boll weevil becoming 
mcre numerous. Reports of the fields 
becoming grassy and weedy have been 
received from portions of Alabama: 
in scuthwestern Texas it is said to be 
too dry end reports from northern 
Georgia are to the effect that the 
crop in that section will not-commence 
to move as early as had been recently 
expected Exporters are rapidly di- 
minishing the New York stock and have 
also been buying’ spot cotton in the 
south. Large spot interests and spin- 
ners have bought futures to a consid- 
erable extent. Laterly July last held 
up on scattered short coverings and 
buil support, while the latter months 
have continued to decline with the 
scuth se!'ing. :

Review of the Sugar Market. 

New York, July 28.—-Not in years has the 
sugar market been so excited or shown such 
strength as during the past week, and it may 
see even higher levels before the summer is 
over. An advance of 40 points in refinei to the 
tells the 
story of the keen desire of local Interests to pro- 
tect themselves against loss incidental to the 
sharp advance of raw sugar.. Being short of 
supplies, refiners did not dare to take any large 
business on the rise and did everything possible 
to eliminate speculation on the part of dis- 
tributers. Thus, for instance, they announced 
that only contracts for prompt shipment would 
be booked where no unfilled orders existed. 

The natural effect is to keep the country buy- 
ing on a hand-to-mouth basis, once the contracts 
now on refiners’ books are used up, though it 
should be said that these aggregate fully a month’s 
supply. Just how serious a proposition the re- 
finers are facing can be seen from the fact ‘that 
the stocks at Atlantic ports are 117,000 tons 
smaller than a year ago, the total being equiva- 
lent to only five weeks’ meltings. 

Cuba cannot help much since its supplies are 
light and the grinding of cane practically over. 
Recourse may be had to Javas, but as a result 
Oof the crazy European beet market, prices have 
been advanced’ sharply to almost the parity of 
Cuba, which sold this week at 4.61c. The margin 
for refined, even at the advance, is only 84 
points, which is none too large for this time 
of the year. Should there be a collapse of the 
manipulation abroad, our market would sympa- 
thetically react, but with damage admittedly 
severe to the growing beet crop, nothing radical 
along this line is expected. The demand for 
sugar from the country has been very good and 
there is still considerable delay in delivery as a 
result.
